GIRARD'S LATEST ORDER.

No More Patients Are to Be Sent to
City Hospitals—Cause of This
Radical Change of Plan.

By Associnied Prese,

Camp Meade, Mlddletown, Pa., SRept.
20, —Surgeon General Sternberg hias in-
structed Chief Surgeon Glravd Lo send
no more patients to elty hospltals from
Camp Meade, The conduct of the
trusteer of the Good Samaritan hoapl-
tal of Lebanon, is Iargely responsible
for the surgeon gencral’s action.  Af-
ter tendering the good ofMives of the
hospltal staif and the facilities of the
ingtitution to the medieal department
of the Becond eorps, the trustecs wrote
to Governors Plngree and Bushnell
demanding pay for treating soldlers
from Michigan and Ohlo. These com-
municetions were forwarded to the war
department and from there to Colonel
Girard, He ot once notifled the trus-
tees that they would be allowed sixty
cents o day for each soldier patient
and that no more patients would be
gent to that hospital, or to any other
civll hosplta)

The health  conditions  at
Meade are =ach that Colonel Glrard
thinks It will not be necessary to re-
lieve the hospitals by sending slck sol-
diers o Ingtitutions away from camp.
